DETAILED ACTION 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The present invention is directed to a directional hearing aid. Independent claim 1 identifies the 
uniquely distinct feature of an in the ear hearing aid with a front microphone and receiver in a 
healthy ear and a hearing aid with a rear microphone in a troubled ear where a time delay to 
enhance directional reception is established in a digital amplifier in combination with all the 
disclosed limitations of claim 1 . The closest prior art, Jampolsky (US 5434924) discloses heaing 
aids for both cars utilizing a time delay for improved speech perception but fails to teach a front 
microphone in one ear and a rear microphone in the other ear and a delay programmed into the 
digital amplifier. The prior art fails to anticipate or render the independent claim obvious.
